DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Final Office Action, received 25 January 2010, is acknowledged. 
Claim 1 has been amended. 

2. Claims 1-15 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 1-15 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for "over-attenuated", is withdrawn in light of the amendment of claim 1. 

Conclusion 

4. Claims 1-15 are allowed over the prior art because the combination of a live over- 
attenuated O. rhinotracheale and a live attenuated poultry virus is not taught or suggested by 
the prior art.
